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REMARKS 

Applicants respectfully request reconsideration of the present application in view of 
the foregoing amendments and in view of the reasons that follow. With entry of this 
amendment, claims 1, 5, 6, 9 and 10 are pending, claims 2 - 4, 7, 8 and 1 1-48 are canceled 
and claim 1 has been amended. The amendments to the claims overcome the outstanding 
claim objections and the rejections under Section 112 for indefiniteness. 

Rejections Under 35 USC S 102 and 103 

Applicants request reconsideration of the outstanding prior art rejections in light of the 
present claim amendments. The recitation to licorice has been deleted from the claims and 
the bioenhancer or bioavailability facilitator is present in a concentration of about 1 |ig/mL At 
1 |ig/ml Glycyrrhizin and Glycyrrhizic acid are not knovra to have any anti-bacterical activity. 
Moreover, none of the references cited by the Examiner teach the use of these compounds per 
se along with other anti-bacterial agents. The cited references at most refer to the use of G. 
gabra extract, which is not recited in the present claims. Therefore, applicants urge that the 
cited references do not anticipate or render obvious the present claims. 

Applicants believe that the present application is now in condition for allowance. 
Favorable reconsideration of the application as amended is respectfully requested. The 
Examiner is invited to contact the undersigned by telephone if it is felt that a telephone 
interview would advance the prosecution of the present application.
